Watwood of Cluny died in Bassano | in voluntary contributions to the work 


hospital on January 5th, at the age 
of 55 years. The announcement of 
hig death came as a great shock to 
his many friends of which they were 
legion, 

“Mr. Watwood originally came from 
Minneapolis moving to Regina in 
1916 where he was a locomotive 
engineer. Previous to leaving Minn- 
eapolis he was foreman in the Rum- 
ley Machine~Factory and while he 
was in Regina the Company made a 
shipment of Rumley tractors to the 
Blackfoot Reserve at Gleichen, As 
Mr. Watwood was the only man in 
Western Canada who thoroughly 
understood these engin?s at that time, 
the company engaged him to come to 
Gleichen and show the Indian depart- 
ment how to operatie them, Thus he 
came to Gleichen in 1918 and '‘becom- 
ing interested in farming and teliev- 
in it to be a good proposition resign: 
ed from the railroad. In 1922 he 
moved to Cluny and continued as 
farm instructor for the Indians. 
Some months later he resigned and 
leasing some Indian land across the 
river went, into farming on his own. 
He proved he was a good farmer 
since he always had a good crop even 
in the dry years, Last year he har- 
vested the biggest crop he ever had. 
He invented and tricd out many 
ideas with farm machinery. Judging 
by reports received from farm ma- 
chinery manufacturers some of his 
ideas were of much value and are in 
use today al] over the country. 

Deceased is survived by his widow; 
one daughter, Mrs. Hull of Branierd, 
Minn.; one son Edward; two grand 
sons and one granddaughter. 

Funeral] services were hield Satur- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock in the Glei- 
chen United Church, with Rev. Mr. 
[Rowe officiating. ‘The © numerous 
floral offerings, the large crowd 
which attended and the long distance 
most of them travelled to be present 
at thie last rites showed the esteem in 
which Mr, \Watwood was held by 
people in ithe area surrounding his 
home.

1943 OBJECTIVES AND 
FARM LABOUR 
No doubt prairie farmers resolved, 
on January 1st, to meet the farm 

roduction objectives made public 
by the government a few weeks ago. 
Some of the increases for 1943 over 
1942 are: oats, 12%; barley 11%; 
flax, 68% alfalfa, 17%; cattle, 9%; 
hogs, 28%; sheep, 12%; egas, 29%} 
creamery butter, 15%; powdered 
milk, 41% (decreased condensed 
milk, 27%). 

In 1942, farmers responded nobly 
to demands for food products. Can 
they meet the 1943 requirements? 
That they will try, no one doubts, 

Certainly the increases in food 
products outlined above are urgently 
needed; but let us not be over- 
optimistic, Last year, pastures and 
feed crops were abundant as never 
before.@ Last year, besides pupplyins 
enormous. quantities of food, the 
prairie farmers released theusands of 
their numbers, including many of 
their ablest men, to the armed 
forces, ahd to war industries in 
cities. Next year may be at and 
next year farm labour will be far 
more scarce. 

It is useless simply to hide our 
heads in the sand or to look for 
miracles, ; Failure to meet the 1943 
production objectives might be ex- 
tremely serious, but is the probable 
outcome if a definite plan to meet 
farm labour problems is not under- 
taken very soon. Hither the supply 
of farm workers must be increased 
or the workers must be redistributed 
in some way so that farmers are not 
obliged to reduce cattle, dairy cows, 
hogs and poultry. \ 

At present it looks as though the 

roblem is just dumped in the 

armer’s lap, Farmers are entitled 
to expect government guidanee and 
to expect it soon. nN 


of the Canadian Red Cross Society 
wil] be launched throughout the Do- 
minion on March 1st, and through 
thle succeeding three weeks, This 
was announced in a joint statement 
made by: Jackson Dodds, chairman of 
the Control Council, and Mr. Justice 
P. H. Gordon, chairman of the Na 
tional Executive of the Society, 

“The Canadian Red Cross urgently 
needs a minimum of $10,000,090 to 
carry on its work in the mitigation 
of human suffering,” the statement 
declared. ‘When the Society made 
its appeal to the people last May 
there was a generous response and 
we fee} confident that the citizens ot 
Canada, who are noted for their open- 
heartedness will once more rally to 
the support of our cause. 

“The decision to hold the national 
appeal in March was made with the 
«itehhittame L,yle,... Cined f£ 
fullest. co-operation of the Dominion 
Government to avoid clashing with 
plans of the National ‘War Finance 
Committee, ‘Also during March the 
American Red Cross will hold its 
national war appeal, making it a 
continent-wide Red Cross month, 

“One of the biggest works facing 
the Society during tthe current year 
supplying: food parcels for Cunadian, 
British ‘and Empire prisoners of war 
in Europe and the Far East, The 
Society now has five packing plants in 
Canada, whjch shortly will reach a 
weekly objective of 100,000 parcels. 
Of this amount the Canadian Red 
Cross donates 30,000 weekly for pris- 
oners in Europe, the remainder be- 
ing paid for by the British and Aus- 
traian Red Cross ‘Societies, Provision 
also has ito be made for food, drugs 
and other supplies for Canacian pris 
oners in the Far East. ‘Ilhose two 
objectives alone will require $5,500,- 
000 during 1943. 


Third session of the ninth legisa- 
ture will open Thursday, February 18, 
it was announced by Premier Aber- 
hart, following a full cabinet meet- 
ing, An order-in-council formally 
calling thie session has been signed 
Ajthough he did not forecast the 
trend of legislative enactments to be 
brought down, the premier said that 
it was possible the session would bo 
shorter than usual.

Large signs are 
posted indicating where static water 
is to be found, This ie necessary sv 
that in the excitement and confusion 
of an emergeny the nearest storage 
of wgter is located without delay. 

While all other direction signs in 
England are entirely lacking even 
the smallest community has no end 
of signs indicating where the warden 
lives, or can be found, .where static 
water is stored, where air raid 
shelters are located, and the location 
of stirrup pumps. Probably there are 
more signs in England reading 
Stirrup Pump Here than any other. 
In addition to working hard at regu- 
lar war work, nearly every man in 
England has to take his share in 
civil defence work. 

WOMEN WORKERS 

{Wihile we were in England, Mr. 
Herbert Morrison issued an appea: 
for a very large number of women 
to volunteer for work as fire watchers, 
This means night work patrolling 
buildings, climbing on roofs and 
other hard work. There was a great 
deal of criticism of this appeal be- 
cause it was felt that it was not fit 
work for women, that it was too 
hard and too dangerous. The answer 
to thlis criticism was that twice as 
many women volunteered for thie 
work than was asked for. 

When you look over the roofs ot 
English) cities, the first thing that 
strikes you are chimney pots, Every 
building, has a battery of anywhere 
up to a dozen or more of these pots, 
The roofs are generally more cut up 
with ‘all kinds of turretts than ‘is 
the case in Canada, and with these 
chimney pots it makes Ithe roofs hara 
to get at and hard to patrol. Ladders 
are usually kept on them so that any 
part of the roof can be quickly reach- 
ed. This work is most important 
during raids, and the proper control 
of incendiaries on these roofs just 
means the difference between dam. 
age and staggering losses. 

Inthe parish magazine of St. Mary 
Redcliffe Church, Bristol, the 
church which Queen EHizabeth in 1574 
described as being ithe “fairest ana 
goodliest and the most famous porish 
church in England.’ I read this ap- 
peol: “without question thle great- 
est material treasure in Bristol is 
St. Mary Redcliffe Church, I now 


_ask the women of Bristo] if they will 


help to guard it against fire. We 
want two, at léast, and three better 
still, to be on duty every nighit. Wo- 
men between 17 and 50 will be wel- 
comed, and if you arrange with a 
friend or friends to take on one night 
a week, you will be doing’ great ser- 
vice Now is the time to strengthen 
our band of watchers before winter 
begins,” 

Some say that the reason there 
have been so many churches destroy- 
ed in England is due to the difficulty 
in protecting these roofs from in- 
cendaries. It seems to be very dif- 
ficult work to ask women to do yet 
they are cheerfully responding to the

IN RECENT MONTHS the subject of taxation has become of vital 
concern to all Canadians, Everyone realizes the tremendous cost of keep- 
ing the country at war, and there is general recognition too, of the advant- 
ages of the “pay as you go’ system now used to finance our war effort. 
However, the rapid increase in direct taxation since the beginning of the 
war has affected everyone with an income, and the present income tax has 
brought it to the highest level in the history of our country. Canada’s in- 
come tax now compares very closely to that paid by the people of Britain, 
and it is higher than any that has yet been paid by the people of the 
United States. On the whole, Canadians have not grumbled at this means 
of contributing to the winning of the war, although it has meant a general 
adjustment of the standard of living, entailing varying degrees of sacri- 
fice. However, we could stand many times this sacrifice without suffering 
hardships comparable in any degree to those of the people now living under 
Axis domination, and we may still consider ourselves a fortunate country 
in the world as it is today.

This plan is, briefly, 
H that taxpayers should pay on incomes currently being 
Discussed earned, not on incomes earned eight months pre- 
viously, as is the present custom, This would put the taxpayer on a “pay 
as you go” basis and he would not be in the position of being always in 
arrears with the government, as he is under the system now4n use. Dur- 
ing wartime great emphasis is rightly placed on the importance of morale, 
and it is believed in some quarters that it is not in the best interests of the 
people to have them constantly in debt to the government for income tax. 


To most people debt is a cause of worry, and there are many instances in 


which these arrears in taxes may cause serious anxiety. There is the case | 


of a person who has a suddenly reduced income, perhaps on account of 
retirement from active enterprise due to age. Out of the reduced income, 
taxes must be paid on the larger income earned in past months, There is 
also the case of death, where a wage earner’s family may have difficulty 


income.

The Rum! Plan originated in the United States, 
Arrears Would but it has recently been widely discussed in Can- 


ada and is receiving considerable support. A 
Be Cancelled prominent banker in his annual report delivered 
recently, expressed approval of the principles involved in the plan. To in- 
augurate it, it is proposed that the government cancel income tax arrears, 
and put the taxpayer in the position of currently paying the tax on the 
income he receives. It is obvious that to change to this system would 
cause the government considerable inconvenience and loss of revenue and 
there is no basis for belief that any action will be taken in the matter. It 
is said in financial circles, however, that the loss to the government in can- 
celling eight months’ arrears in income tax would not be a large percentage 
of the total collections, and that it might be made up over a period of 
time, from other sources of revenue. Whether or not the plan is ever put 
into use here, it is of interest to most Canadians at this time.

Psychology And Child Nutrition 


Practically every child experiences some period during his life when 
feeding and food become a problem—in some this is early in infancy and 
in others later in life; in many it passes unnoticed. Parents must approach 
this problem sensibly and with the proper attitude if the difficulty is to be 
eliminated, for children discover early in life that their refusal to eat can be 
a potent weapon in their hands. If parents can accept the problem calmly 
and unemotionally, the child will quickly find that his bid to hold the centre 
of the stage has failed and no more trouble will be experienced. 

Far too often the dinner table is made a battleground or an amuse- 
ment park. Scoldings or the bringing up of unpleasant incidents which 
have occurred during the day should be avoided for they play havoc with 
both appetite and digestion. The mother, too, who makes the other mem- 
bers of the family indulge in circus antics in order to get little Tommy 
to eat his dinner is making a bad mistake. 

Nutrition authorities tell us that it does no harm to treat the child as 


one would treat an adult; allow him to have some food preferences and | 


allow him to exercise them, Forcing him to eat foods which he dislikes 


will not only strengthen the dislike for these particular foods, but will make | 


all eating unpleasant, Try to substitute foods and menus which the child 
does like. Adults frequently have the satisfaction of choosing from a variety 
of menus in restaurants—why should not the child have similar satisfac- 
tion in exercising some degree of choice in his meals? After all, though 
Pop Eye may happen to like spinach, that does not mean that spinach is 
the only way that Jimmy can get his quota of nutritive elements. 

New foods should be introduced slowly and in small amounts, since 
the eventual attitude of the child toward food will depend much on the 
way in which the food is first presented. Too much regularity makes eat- 
ing uninteresting and monotonous, as do too large servings, 

Every child should be permitted to enjoy the feeling of mild hunger 
that stimulates appetite—yet many parents insist upon feeding their chil- 
dren so often and so much that they never experience the pleasurable sensa- 
tion of being hungry and the even more enjoyable sensation of satisfying 


this hunger, On the other hand a healthy child should on occasion have the 
fun of eating hetween meals and of raiding the ice-box. Skipping a meal 
or two has never hurt any healthy child and is often desirable.
